Search was continued without success 
yesterday on board the Hamburg-Amert- 
can liner Amerika for the $130,000 worth 
of jewels stolen from the cabin of Mrs. 
Maldwin Drummond, formerly Mrs. Mar- 
shall Field, Jr., on Saturday night or 
early Sunday morning, just before the 
vessel reached this port. Private detect- 
ives employed by Mrs. Drummond went 
to the liner at the Hoboken pler, accom- 
panied by an official of the steamship 
company. The stewards and other mem- 
bers of the crew were closely questioned 
by Seymour Beutler, but little evidence of 
importance was disclosed. 

Bedroom Steward Rausch, who had 
charge of the section in which Mrs. 
Drummond’s cabin was situated and who 
was on watch on Saturday until mid- 
night, was among those questioned, and 
afterward was sent to Police Headquar- 
ters in Manhattan to see if he could reo- 
Ognize as among the passengers on the 
last trip of the Amerika any of the well- 
known crooks pictured in the Rogues’ 
Gallery. 

The carpenter of the ship and his mates 
assisted the detectives by making a thor- 
/ough search of all the saloon cabins, 
| bathrooms, linen lockers, drying rooms, 
| under beams and over transoms, and also 
| the wooden linings of the ship to see if 
any of the planks had been removed with 
| the object of secreting the loot between 
ithe skin of the ship and the Iining until 
|& favorable opportunity arrived to take 
it ashore either tn New York or Ham- 


burg. No clue to a hiding place for the 
fewels was found. This did not, how- 
ever, convince the detectives that the 
jewelry was not still on board, as they 
recalled the robbery of a bar of gold 
from the strong room of the North Ger- 
man Lloyd liner Kaiser Wilhelm der 
Grosse in 1901. In that case the liner 
‘as searched from truck to keel several 
times in New York and Bremen, but the 
gold was not found until three or four 
voyages afterward. It had been secreted 
behind @ beam under the main deck, aft. 

The theory most favored by the detec- 
tives is that the robbery was committed 
by some person hidden in the vacant cabin 
opposite Mrs. Drummond's, who waited 
until the favorable opportunity came. A

The Indians 
are supposed to have murdered and muti- 
lated four stockmen about a month ago. 

On Saturday, Supt. Haggett informed 
the Indian Offices that the Indians had 
been located at Gold Circle, 100 miles from 
Owyhee, headquarters of the reservation, 
and were making toward the latter place. 

The bureau ordered the Superintendent 
to aid the State officers, but not to act 
off the reservation unless deputized - by 
State police.

Shepard’s Attack Draws Fire of 
Wigwam Leader, Who Charges 
Bad Faith.

Charles F. Murphy, leader of Tammany 
Hall, made his first long statement on the 
United States Senatorship deadlock last 
night in reply to Edward M. Shepard’s.

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|} packers to seek a 


NO TRUSTS FOR AUSTRALIA. 


Notice Served That American Meat 
Trust Cannot Operate There. 


MELBOURNE, Feb. 27.—The Common- 
wealth of Australia served notice on the 
business world to-day that it would not 
harbor foreign ‘‘ trusts.” 

The following official memorandum on 
the subject has been made public: 


For several months past it has been an 
open secret that representatives of the 
American Meat Trust have been visiting 
Australia, ostensibly with the object of ex- 
tending its operations here. The Govern- 
ment is determined to take immediate and 
drastic action to discourage and if neces- 
sary to prohibit its operations in Australia. 
It is not proposed to wait until the com- 
bine secures vested interests in this country. 

The Minister of Trade and Customs 1{s con- 
sulting with the Attorney General with a 
view to bringing the full force of the pres- 
ent law into operation, and if necessary 
obtatning further legislation. 

The action of the Government will extend 
to trust operations in Australia, whether 
conducted directly or indirectly, and will 
not permit the repetition in Australla of 
the scandals and merciless methods charac- 
terizing monopolies in other parts of the 
world. 

This statement was given to the press 
by Sir Robert W. Best, the Minister of 
Trace and Customs. :

CHICAGO, Feb. 27.—Chicago packers 
deny that they have éven contemplated an 
invasion of Australia, and call the action 
of the Australian Government unneces- 
sary. 

‘The Armour Company has never done 
business in Australla,’’ said Generali Man- 
ager Meeker of that company, ‘“ nor has 
such a move been contemplated. The ac- 
tion of the Commonwealth Government, 
therefore, will not affect us one way or 
another.’’ 

‘* Morris & Co, have never operated Aus- 
tralian branches,’ said President Edward 
Morris, ‘‘and have not planned to open 
any. I do not know that the pronounce- 
ment of Sir Robert Best has any signifi- 
cance for Chicago firms.”’ 

On behalf of other packing companies 
similar denials were made. ‘* Australian 
and English companies handle the busi- 
ness there and have filled the field,’ the 
packers say. 

About ten vears ago, it is said, one of 
the largest of the Chicago packing compa- 
nies canvassed Australia with a view to 
establishing a large plant there, but found 
the strength Of the labor unions not to its 
liking and abandoned the idea. An im- 
portant reason for this proposed enterprise 
was the American occupation of the Phil- 
ippines. The American*troops in the archi- 
pelago had been fed on Australian meats 
Obtained by contract with Commonwealth 
companies and conveyed to Manila from 
Brisbane in American Government vessels 
provided with refrigerator apparatus. 

When the Filipino revolt was over and 
the island settled down to peace, the Unit- 
ed States gave up its refrigerator ship 
service, but the people in the Philippines, 
especially the Americans, military and 
civil, stiJl needed fresh meat. This was 
practically impossible to obtain from any 
other source than Australia, with the re- 
sult that Australian butchering and freez- 
ing firms continued to supply Manilla with 
their products and a profitable business 
was established. This business still flour- 
ishes. 

The Australian meat dealers have a big 
business aside from their markets in the 
Philippines and in Asiatic ports. Frozen 
beef. mutton, and rabbits are carried by 
regular liners from Melbourne, Sydney. 
and Brisbane, to England, via the Capt of 
Good Hope, the Suez Canal, and even the 
Straits of Magellan 

It is suggested, in spite of the denials 
in Chicago, that the approaching comple- 
tion of the Panama Canal, which will al- 
most revolutionize the refrigerated meat 
traffic of Australia by shortening the 
route to Great Britain. Australia’s prin- 
cipal customer. has led the American 
foothold in the Com- 
monwealth, as thev have in the Argentine 


; Republic. 


The present Government in Australia is 
a Labor Party Government, the Premier, 
Andrew Fisher. being a shrewd leader, 
whose object is to build up Australian 
trade and commerce from within. Two 


‘amendments to the Federal Constitution, 


one giving to the Commonyealth complete 
control of trade, commerce, and Industry, 
and the other enabling the Commonwealth 
to nationalize monopolies, were passed 
by Labor votes in the Federal Parliament 
last November, subject to submission to a 
referendum, which will be held early this 
year.

MILK SOLID FOOD, HE SAYS. 


Physician So Declares in a Lecture 
at Teachers College. 





Although few persons are aware of it, 
milk is a solid food, according to Dr. 
Henry Dwight Chapin, who lectured at 
Teachers’ College last night on ‘“ The 
Production and Handling of Cows’ Milk.’’ 
Seemingly a fluid, milk coagulates into 
a sOlid curd on reaching the stomach, 
said Dr. Cnapin, . The lecturer is a Pro- 
fessor of Children’s Diseases at the New 
York Post-Graduate Medical School. He 
expiessed the opinion that the importance 
of this discovery is not yet fully appre- 
ciated. 

He said that cow's milk is not adaptable 
to the delicate stomach of the infant. 

Dr. Chapin said there was a mistaken 
idea that all bacteria communicate 
ease. ‘‘ There are more good bacteria 
than bad bacteria,’ he said. ‘‘ What is 
more, we couldn’t live without them.’”’ 
The cow, Dr. Chapin asserted, is a much- 
maligned animal. Of all the diseases 
which may be contracted from milk, only 
one--tuberculosis—is ever found in 
cow.

“Her declaration followed a question 
asked by Dr. F. R. Sturgis, the lone vivi- 
sectionist present, who, dfSputing some 
ef the things that Dr. Snow had said, 
remarked that he could not bring him- 
self to believe that the lives of a dozen 
kittens or a few dogs were worth that of 
a human being. 

Dr. Snow described himself as an old- 
fashioned doctor, still retaining his faith 
in the efffhacy of the old remedies. For 
twefity-nine years he was a surgegn in the 
Cancer Hospital of London, an@ was its 
Senior surgeon when he retired in 1905. 
He was introduced by Mrs, Diana Belais, 
President of the society, as one of the 
greatest of the anti-vivisectionists.,

This condition he described as entirely 
abnormal, due to fear, as in the case of 
the highly sensitive dog, or to pain or the 
effects of an anaesthetic, all of which, he 
said, made experiments on the lower ani- 
mals artificial. 

‘‘ All viviseection triumphs, without ex- 
ception, are simple bubbles, easily pricked 
by any one who takes the trouble to in- 
vestigate,’’ said Dr. Snow. ‘“ Let us take 
serum-therapv All serums and anti- 
toxins are more or less shams. They sail 
under false colors; they are not what 
they pretend to be. They profess to be 
the serum of the horse, or sometimes of 
other animals. That serum could not be 
kept more than two or three days with- 
out becoming putrid. So all sera have to 
be adulterated with a powerful preserva- 
tive. 

‘That agent is a potent microbicide with 
important therapeutic effects of its own. 
It is carbolic acid, or lodine, or lysol, or 
formalin, or some similar agent, so that 
every patient who is inoculated with one 
of these antitoxins takes in at the same 
time a minute dose of a powerful poison, 
and anv medical practitioner will tell you 
that a very minute dose of any drug in- 
troduced directly into the circulation is 
therapeutically equivalent to a very much 
larger dose swallowed by the mouth. It is 
to this potent medicinal agent the exist- 
ence of which in the sera is always kept 
in the background by the manufacturers 
that the effect for good or ill of these sub- 
stances must be scientifically attributed.”’ 

Dr. Snow then denounced the antitoxin 
serum used in the treatment of diphtheria, 
the serum used in treating tetanus, the 
anti-typhoid vaccine, the anti-snake bite 
serum, and the Pasteur treatment for hy- 
drophobia. 

Dr. Sturgis did not press his vivisection 
arguments, He explained to the reporters 
that he was in too hopeless a minority. 
Dr. Snow will talk to the Anti-Vivisection- 
ist Societv again next Monday night. Can- 
cer will be his topic on that occasion. 
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Prof. Ewing Attacks the Position 
Taken by British Anti-Vivisectionist. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Dr. Herbert Snow of England {!{s this 
vear to represent our cousins in the cam- 
paign of the anti-vivisectionists, and will 
present to several societies in the East 
his views on the subject of animal ex- 
perimentation, Dr. Snow is in many re- 
spects a quaint and interesting character. 
He was for twenty-nine years surgeon 
at the Brompton Cancer Hospital, retir- 
ing in 1905. He claims to be the discov- 
erer Of, infection of the bone marrow by 
cancer, ‘‘the only cancer discovery in 
my time,” and has written a book on 


cancer which he says is ‘“‘the only com- 
plete treatise fer fifty years.”’ 
Vancing years, which tie Pleaded in 1908, 
may excuse him for not looking more 
carefully into the quality of the auspices 
under «which he visits America, and he 
nay not know that the New York Anti- 
Vivisection Society, whose hospitality he 
accepts, st#nds convicted in t country 
ye ross and persistent misrepresentation 
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allowed himself to represent. In 1906 he 
appeared before the Royal Commission on 
Vivisection for the ‘‘ Association for the 
Abolition of ViviSection.’’ Yet he was 
not then an abolitionist, testifying (Blue 
Book, 1906, Q. 2,227) that animal experi- 
mentation may sometimes be necessary 
and (Q. 2,228) that all forms of experi- 
ments, both painful and painless, should 
be allowed, although only exeeptionally. 
His special message has been the useless- 
ness of the modern era of the experi- 
mental study of cancer, but in his testi- 
mony before the royal commission he not 
only acknowledged, but displayed, gross 
ignorance of the objects, methods, and 
results of this study. 

Although positively asserting his hetero- 
dox opinion that Jensen’s mouse tumor, 
which is now being propagated by scien- 
tific students of cancer in every civilized 
country, has nothing in common with the 
cancer of human beings, he admi{ted that 
he had never seen a mouse tumor (Q. 
2,185) and knew nothing about the diag- 
nosis of cancer in lower animals. 

While baldly stating, (Q@. 2,138,) “ You 
cannot investigate cancer in the labora- 
tory,’’ he recommends (Q. 2,139) the study 
of cancer in laboratories by the produc- 
tion of disease in lower animals, a plan 
that is adopted everywhere. 

He expressed his great distrust of the 
method of microscopical diagnosis of can- 
cer, and stated (Q. 2,311) that clinical 
signs are ‘‘infinitely more’’ reliable for 
the diagnosis of early cancer than the 
miscroscopical strueture. . He did not re- 
member any mistakes in diagnosis that 
he made at the Brompton Hospital, 
it must be said that his views in this 
field, current in 1850, would bar him from 
the attending staff of any New York 
hospital, In fact, he admitted. (Q. 2,313) 
that neither his views on certain impor- 
tant questions ih cancer, nor anything like 
them, were found in any standard text- 


book in any language; that (Q. 2,162) he! 


was not a recognized authority on cancer; 
that (Q. 2,218) he was ‘* getting old’’ and 
(Q. 2,315) ‘“‘ very rusty,’ and that (Q. 
2,316-8) he had not followed the recent 
lines of medical research, but had gotten 
his information on subjects about which 
he offered expert opinions mostly from 
lay journals. 

In The New York Herald, Feb. 19, 1911, 
Dr. Snow is quoted as saying that “ ani- 
mal experimentation has not added one 
thing of value.to medical or surgical 
science,’” and that ‘‘experimental can- 
cer research has not yet published one 
single novel fact.’’ By failing to 
these astonishing statements Dr. Snow 
lowers himself into the ranks of the most 
partisan enemies of medical progress. He 
is, apparently, burdened by the sense of 
omniscience acquired by thirty years of 
autocratic rule over the operating table, 
yielding to the indolence which hus pre- 
vented him from keeping posted on what 
other men were doing, and finally suc- 
cumbing to:the adulation of uncritical 
persons. 

Thus, on the question of cancer re- 
search he does not hesitate to place his 
personal opinion against the mature judg-

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BRONX PHYSICIANS 


FIGHT NEW HOSPITAL 


It’s an Attempt by Manhattan 
Medical Men to Steal Their 
Patients, They Say 











‘AT CHARITY BOARD HEARING 





Dr. Jacobi and His Associates Declare 
Conditions Are Deplorable and That 


Proposed Institution Is Needed.

Declaring that Bronx physicians ex- 
clusively are entitled to attend Bronx 
patients, 150 medical men who reside upon 
the far side of the Harlem River, protest- 
leg to tne State Board of Charities yester- 
day against the opening of a new hos- 
pital in that borough by Dr. Abraham Ja- 
cobi and seventeen physicians and sur- 
geons, fifteen of whom are residents of 
Manhattan. The Bronx physicians de- 
‘clared that this proposed invasion wa sa3 
unprofessional and unethical as if Phila- 
delphia ohysicians were to open &@ hos- 
pital in Manhattan. 

“Tet me ask you just one question,” 
put in the venerable Dr. Jacobi, after Dr. 
F. W. Longhran had spoken with much 
vehemence against the threatened in- 
vasion. ‘‘Are you still a New Yorker— 
do you consider yoursef a New Yorker?” 

‘‘T certainly do,’’ answered Dr. Longh- 
‘ran. ‘‘ But I am alS8o a resident of the 
| Bronx, and I say ‘ Bronx hospitals for 
| Bronx physicians,’ We don’t need any 
| Manhaftanites butting in.’’ 

“That is all,” said Dr. Jacobi quietly, 
‘IT just wanted to know if the Bronx 
has seceded yet. Evidently it is planning 
to."’ ’ 

The hearing before the Charities Board 
was called in accordance with a State law 
| requiring that hospitals be sanctioned by 
ithe board before being permitted to incor- 
‘porate. The board, according to William 
| R. Stewart, who presided, must satisfy it- 
self that there {is a publi® demand for a 


| hospital, that it has funds to carry out 
'its purposes, and that the district in which

teacher in the school, and six Manhattan 
physicians who have patients in the dis- 


trict affected. 

The opposition was headed .by Dr. 
George Starke, who said he represented 
150 physicians. With ‘him were several 
physicians and three Bronx clergymen. 
several citizens favored the hospital on 
the ground that assistance was to be wel- 
comed regardless of whence it came. 

Dr. Jacobi lowered his head several 
times and covered his face with his 
hands while the most vehement of the at- 
tacks were being madeeupon his motives. 
The physicians declared it: was all a de- 
sire to steal Bronx patients from Bronx 
physicians. In his own behalf and of 
associates Dr. Jacobi told of heartrending 
experiences that led him to organize the 
new hospital. 

‘The place where we propose to estab- 
lish this hospital,’’ he said, .‘‘is in the 
heart of a district as congested as many 
sections of the lower east side. Patients 
from Valentine an@ Wendover Avenues 
and streets in that neighborhood are often 
critically ill and in no condition to un- 
dergo long ambulance journeys, yet very 
often we have had to bring them all the 
way to Manhattan because all the Bronx 
hospitals have been filled and we could 
get no beds for them. 

‘‘These protesting physicians do not 
practice in this congested district, to 
which alone our hospital will cater. One 
has mentioned Tremont Avenue. That is 
the Fifth Avenue of the Bronx, and is 
not at all involved in the problem we are 
trying tO solve.”’ 

The Bronx physicians, it developed, were 
trving themselves to get donations for a 
hospital on the site ©f the old Fordham 





Hospital, but had not succeeded, although 
they had been at work more than a year. 

‘“‘T want to see the Manhattan physi- 
cians open the hospital,’’ said Mrs, Patri. 
‘There are 3,000 children in that neigh- 
borhood, and 75 per cent. of them are 
unfit, physically, to get any benefit from 
school. The diseases mostly are the result 
of extreme poverty. Fordham and Leb- 
anon Hospitals are far away and are so 
rushed with applications that a patient 
has to spend half a day going and coming 
and waiting in the dispensary for her 
turn. 

“It is not fair to the taxpayers to waste 
their money trying to teach these sick 
children, unless something is done toa 
make them physically fit to learn.”’ 

Dr. Brannon said he welcomed this 
new hospital, and that it seemed to him 
to be badly needed. He said his ex- 
perience was that the hospital could be 
operated for about $36,000 a year. 

Dr. Alex Goldman was confident this 
$36,000 would be oversubscribed as soon as 
the conditions In the Bronx tenements 
became known. He is one of two Bronx 


physicians who were in favor of the new} 


hospital. 

‘‘T attack the motives of, these physi- 
cians,’’ declared President Starke of the 
Bronx Medical Association. ‘If we 
Bronxites went down into Manhattan to 
open a hospital, you'd be howling the 
same way we are doing. Dr. Jacobi is an 
honorary member of our association, but 
why is it necessary for those who know 
nothing of our social conditiens to he 
coming among us? Why should not the 
Bronx hospital benefits belong to the 


Bronx? ”’

Wealth steals back after the others have 
gone to offer her various inducements to 
be his. She rebukes him, but ultimately, 
however, with Beauty now dead, she 
turns to him again. The following can- 
ticle brings further disillusionment, with 
e final dawning of the Truth, the voice of 
Conscience never having departed during 
ali the various preceding scenes. 

It is here that the spectacular devices 
of the entertainment reach their height 
in a scene representing New Year's Eve 
on Broadway, with the crowds of revel- 
ers passing in and out of the lanes be- 
tween tall buildings. the material con- 
trasted with the spiritual in the scene 
on one side of a supper party in the home 
of Wealth, while soberly garbed acolytes, 
ewinging their censers, pass, singing, into 
a chapel on the other. Here, too, at last, 
after having seen Vice. a buxom young 
person in extravagant though scant ces- 
tume, preferred to herself by Wealth, 
and after Youth has finally been sum- 
moned by Time, the callboy—here, then, 
Everywoman finally hears the voice of 
Truth and is ready to return home. ‘In

it is to be remembered that each of the 
qualities is represented by a hunian be- 
ing, much thought and much effort, to 
say nothing of much money, being ex- 
pended upon costume and make-up to give 
significance to the symbol.

As this new 
oolroom move is centred in Newport, 

- the major leagues are powerless to 
take any action that will affect the pool- 
room men directly, for they have no juris- 
diction over any betting that takes place 

Outside of the ball parks. 

There has been no poolselling in base- 
ball for many years, but in the old days 
it was a common thing and was produc- 
tive of many scandals in the game. For 
several years now the National game has 
been in the hands of men who eliminated 
all gambling influences and have kept the 

© clean and honest. The game’s great

Another new Nevada f{dea survives. 
There will be no purely commercial op- 
position to it, and it has sentimental 
support. This is the proposed measure 
to compel condemned criminals to kill 
themselves with hydrocyanic acid. A 
physician, duly appointed, is to ‘hand 
the condemned person the poison bottle. 
If the prisoner refuses the poison he is 
to be hanged. The bill, which is pend- 
ing in the Legislature, provides that 
the condemned may choose between 
hanging and the poison bottle We 
infer that he would often choose the 
poison and then refuse to take it. The 
course of law in Nevada would be 
further involved. It does not seem to 
be good law, or good morals, to compel 
any man to take his own life. If cap- 
ital punishment is just and for the good 
of the community, the State should not 
shirk its gruesome task. *The poison 
bottle will never make capital punish- 
ment seem more humane. Nevada's 
proposed law, on the other hand, seems 
to be another step toward the abolition 
of capital punishment. 





THE SPECIAL AMBASSADOR. 

It seems that with all the unavoid- 
able perplexities of international rela- 
tions, a Special Ambassador might be 
selected to represent this country brief- 
ly at a royal ceremony without friction 
or political dispute. A Special Ambas- 
sador has neo powers to speak of. He 
represents no political party and stands 
for no policy or principle. He repre- 
sents his country, silently and becom- 
ingly, in a function with which his 
countrymen have nothing to do. He 
must be a gentleman in manners, capa- 
ble of behaving himself in good society, 
and, for the rest, he must be willing to 
do precisely what custom and precedent 
compel him to do, which is very little. 
Manifestly he should be a man of dis- 
tinction, and if, during his shert term 
of service, he is able to entertain so- 
clally and te become a somewhat im- 
pressive figure in the foreign capital 
which is the scene of his miesion, cere 
tainly mo harm is done to American 
prejudice, and he may help measurably 
to strengthen the friendly relations of 





his Nation abroad. a 


Manifestly, the appointment by Pres- 
ident Roospveut of Mr. WurrzLaw 
REerp as Special Ambassador at the 
coronation of Epwarp VII. ané the ap- 
pointment by President Tarr of Mr. 
THEODORE RoosEvertT as Special Am- 
bassador at that King’s funeral, 
commendable in every way.- Similarly 
such @& man as Dr. CHARLES W. Eior 
or Gen. Horace PORTER would appro- 
priately represent the United States at 
the ceremony of the coronation of King 
Groret V. The appointment of a Spe- 
cial Ambassador is never obligatory. 
It might be avoided without any show 
of @isrespect. Our present Ambassa- 
dor in Great Britain, for instance, is 
entirely competent to represent his 
country fitly tn any foreign state func- 
tion. A Special Ambassadorship is a 
sort of extra honor, carrying with it 
only a polite tribute. There should be 
no sort of bewilderment or dispute 
about such an appointment. Tact and 
good taste are all that are required of 
the appointing officer and the man of 
his choice, alike. 
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THE CRISIS IN FRANCE. 
Tt is a curious situation in which the 
ultra-Clerical faction in the French 
Chamber has placed the Government. 
According to the conventions and 
standards of politics in English-speak- 
ing countries it is inconceivable “that 
the Clericals should have joined with 
the men whom they profess to regard 
with the greatest abhorrence and dread 
to overthrow the Minister who has most 
firmty withstood these men. And it is 
pecullarty puzzling that this should 
have been done on a motion blaming 
the Minister for not having been severe 
enough toward the Clericals. That is 
practically what has happened in Paris. 
We do not pretend that the sincerity 
of M. Brranp has been always demon- 
strated by consistency. On the con- 
trary, he has been as inconsistent jn the 
course of his career as the most volatile 
of his race could be expected to be. He 
has been an advanced Socialist, a radi- 
cal advocate of the collectivist notions, 
tinged with anti-militarism, an extreme 
opponent of the Clericals. But since he 
attained a position of responsibility, he 
has become more moderate at 
stage of his progress, more conciliatory, 
more in apparent sympathy with the 
conservative, yet candid, sentiment of 
modern France. Pspecially since he 
has been Premier, he has undertaken to 
shape the policy of the Government to 
give the greatest freedom to the exer- 
cise of religion, the greatest scope to 
the legitimate activities of the Church, 
and gradually to build up a rational 
and effective compromise between the 
Government and the Church. His pro- 
fessed policy has been one of continu- 
ous and progressive conciliation toward 
all the warring elements that have kept 
France in a state of disturbance and 
uncertainty. So far as a foreign critic 
can form an opinfon, it would seem 
that he had striven to win, and had de- 
served, the support of the very men 
who have combined with their most in- 
veterate enemies to overthrow him. 
The animosity of the extremists on 
the other side is easily enough under- 
stood. M. BRIAND has opposed them 
with the utmost firmness and courage, 
and, at the same time, with a sincere 
desire to do justice to the sound de- 
mands of the working classes whom 
they profess to represent. His treat- 
ment of the gereral railway strike last 
Fall was skillful and audacious. 
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the one hand he threw down the gaunt- 
let to the leaders and challenged them 
to do their worst. On the other he 
showed the Government ready to take 
up patiently and fairly the real griev- 
ances of the strikers. And he seemed 
to have been completely successful. He 
was acclaimed as the savior of the 
country from the menace of civil con- 
flict. He was not only strongly sus- 
tained in the Chamber, but he was per- 
mitted to reorganize his Ministry so as 
to secure closer harmony with his pur- 
poses and to carry out in a more last- 
ing form the system he had conceived. 
And without the combination of the 
Clericals with the extreme Radicals he 
could probably have done so. With his 
overthrow by that combination, the 
country would seem to be cast into al- 
most complete confusion. It is not easy 
to see how his successor, whoever he 
may be, can resist a like combination 
whenever it can be made, and there is 
no means of caiculating when it will be 
repeated. But France has faced worse 
crises within the past decade, and when 
public opinion has had an opportunity 
and time to crystallize, a solution will 
be found. Meanwhile it is one of the 
encouraging features of the recent his- 
tory of the Republic that apparently 
radical changes in its political organi- 
zation do not affect its foreign policy, 
which has been singularly consistent 
and effective, and do not check its ad- 
vance in prosperity, which has been 
marked and ateady.

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AN INDECISIVE DECISION. 

The railway rate decision has been 
looked forward to so long and anxiously 
that it is disappointing to consider 
little it settles. Reference is not now 
made to the indecisive character of the 
decision itself, but to the disclosure of 
how little control over the entire situa- 


how 


tion any decision whatever can have. 
Be the decision of any character what- 
ever, it could not bind those not parties 
to the case, and the parties not before 
the Commission are more important 
than the raflways themselves, being the 
rest of the United States. In @ manner 
of speaking, the railways are but the 
grocers errand boys of the Nation’s 
commerce, and the errand boys’ wages 
seem to be thought more important 
than the profits of the boss, or the con- 
venience and welfare of the customers. 
We do not minimize the importanoe of 
the raibvay industry, but we would like 
to call attention to some collateral con- 
siderations invalidating even the most 
peremptory decision the Commission 
could render fin such a proceeding.

The idea that the 
Commission should make an erder di- 
recting the employés to accept wages 
which should make dividends fer the 
roads {is too absurd. Yet the Commis- 
sion, having decided that the rates now 
charged were not unreasonable, would 
seam to be committed to the reduction 
of wages if the same rates should re- 
But this in- 
teresting duty of liquidating labor costs 
is remitted to the railways, althourh 
it would be assumed more sultably by 
the Commission, which {s powerless to 


fuse to support dividends. 


act. 

Most particularly the investors of 
the Nation were not in court, and could 
not be brought in. The Commission 
could not make an order that investors 
should supply capital on terms which 
the Commission decided to be satisfac- 
tory. On this head the investors have 
exclusive jurisdiction over the dollars 
in their ‘pockets, and they have ren- 
dered a ruling more controlling than the 
Commission’s. There is an unprece- 
dented demand for municipal bonds at 
a price, and for industrials, but the 
railways do not share in it. In no 
previous January was so large an 
amount of city bonds floated, but when 
our best railways want money they can 
get it only with a named near date for 
repayment, and at an exacting rate of 
interest. With the present surplus 
bank reserve it is {dle to suggest that 
there is not now discrimination against 
railway investments. 

In nothing is the indacisiveness of the 
decision more apparent than in argu- 
ments based 
such roads as the Atchison, 


of 
St. Paul, 
Northwestern, and one or two others 


upon the conditions 
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named by the Commission. These 
roads and those in their class are not 
the ones which need the higher rates. 
It would seem that the railways made 
a mistake in putting their best foot 
foremost, and allowing such roads to 
be so prominent in the proceedings. It 
would seem that the Comthission madé 
a mistake of a similar sort in making 
such roads so conspicuous in their 
decision. For the reasoning which may 
be so conclusive in their cases is dis- 
turbing in other cases in the aggregate 
more important. It is the weaker roads 
which need financial first aid, and 
which cannot have it alone, The table 
is spread for a most appetizing meal 
for those who have money and want 
cheap railways. There never was such 
a stimulus to railway monopoly as this 
decision that the weak roads cannot 
have what they need, because it would 
result in excessive profits for the 
stronger roads. How their profits are 
to be kep® reasonable, and the profits 
of the weaker roads are at the same 
rates to be made adequate, is a point 
raised rather than decided. 








SHROVE TUESDAY. 

This is the day of carnival, the Mardi 
Gras of the French, the Shrove Tues- 
day of the English-speaking world. 
Shrove signifies simply shriven, and of 
old all good Catholics oonfessed their 
Sins this day and were thus prepared 
for the forty days of fasting and pray- 
er. Nevertheless the day has always 
been associated with merrymaking and 
mummery, and in old England the fare- 
well to flesh was specially associated 
with cockfighting of a superior quality. 
The Shrovetide cock was the very king 
of gamecocks. The observance of Lent 
socially in these days means rather an 
avoidance of large dances and the more 
elaborate kind of entertainments than 
the suppression of gayety. What with 
the opera and auction bridge, the thea- 
tre occasionally, and an abundance of 
informal receptions, s0- 
clety does not languish. The strict 
church people keep Lent Im the old- 
but the plays are not 
neglected because of the penitenttal 
season, though they may be for other 
reasons. Theatrical managers do not 
often ascribe poor business to Lent 
now, though that used to be a famillar 
exp'anation of small audiences. 

To-day is the only carnival. But we 
have so-called carnivals all Winter, 
and all Summer, too, for that matter, 
and Mardi Gras pops up at seaside re- 
sorts whenever there is prearranged 
merrymaking. The name carnival, in- 
deed, has lost its old significance in

girls are to be found among them. But, 


of course, it is not necessary to presume 
that their presence tn the women’s col- 
leges is due to a conscious or unconscious 
estimate of their chance in the matri- 
monial market. Other factors readily 
explain the increased resort to the means 
of higher education by young women be- 
fore marrying. For one thing, the most 
eligible young men have, in the past gen- 
eration, increased materially the average 
age at marriage; they are going threugh 
college, and then spending three or four 
extra years in the attainment of a pro- 
fessional education. Their marriageable 
age is twenty-seven years or over, as 
compared with their fathers’ wedding age 
of twenty-one to twenty-three. Acocord- 
ingly the age at marriage for young wo- 
men has increased, so that they have 
plenty of time to obtain a college educa- 
tion and to become mentally and socially 
congenial with thelr future mates. 

But this is only one aspect of the case. 
It is quite true that to-day a college 
training is needed in assisting young wo- 
men to earn a livelihood, as it was not 
needed in the youthful days of their mot! 
ers and grandmothers. Occupations have 
become gpecialized. Most of the business 
that formerly took up the time of woman 
in the home has been transferred to out- 
side industries. It is now a question 
whether young women shall remain at 
home idle, or acquire the especial train- 
ing that will make them self-supporting. 
This prime necessity, coupled with the 
later age at which young men and women 
marry, and the increased facilities for 
acquiring a liberal education, explains 
their presence {n tho colleges in increasing 
numbers, Bry thus acquiring the ability 
to support themselves they relieve the 
male portion of the community of an ex- 
tra burden, and really inoreage their own 
chances and the chanoes of all young wo- 
men eventually to achieve wedlock.

Eastern railroads affected by the re- 
cent ruling of the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission against an increase in freight 
rates have apparently passed considera- 
tion of possible legal action to their coun- 
sel. The legal representativ es of severai 
of the large roads held an all-day con- 
ference at the new Grand Central Station 
here yesterday. When the conference was 


over it was announced that no definite 
conclusion had been reached as to what 
course the railroads should follow. Al- 
though it was announced | last Saturday 
that a general meeting of railroad men 
would probably be held ‘yesterday, no such 
meeting was heid. 

When news of the legal conference came 
out it at once revived the rumor started 
several months ago that the railroads 
might decide to jointly attack the con- 
stitutionality of the act which gives the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission the 
control of rates. This possible attack. was 
discussed a few months ago at a con- 
vention of railroad attorneys held in the 
Waldorf-Astoria. At this convention the 
legal advisers of about forty railroads 
were present, and the discussion lasted 
three days. 

Earnest pleas for an attack on the rate 
provision of the Inter-State Commerce act 
were made, but nothing cGefinite was 
agreed upon, the matter ‘being left to de- 
cision by a referendum vote by mail or at 
a subseq uent meeting of the railroad law- 
yers.

Imports Show a Decrease, but Exports 
Gain Heavily Over 1910. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. .27-—-An increase 
In the exportation of manufacturers’ ma- 
terlals and finished manufactures and a 
falling off in the importation of crude 
materials for use in manufacturing were 
the leading characteristics of the foreign 
trade of the United States in January, as 
Shown by the detailed statement just 
completed by the Bureau of Statistics, 
Department of Commerce and Labor. 

It shows exports of crude materials 
for use in manufacturing in January, 
1911, $85,250,000 against $44,500,000 in 
January, 1910, and of manufactures ready 
for consumption, $47,330,000 against $38,-

Are Offered to the Public. 





PAR FOR DELIVERY APRIL 8 





Block of $12,500,000 6 Per Cent. Col- 
lateral Trusts, Recently Authorized 


by Public Service Commission. 





J. P. Morgan & Co. have bought from 
the Erie Railroad the $12,500,000 three- 
year collateral trust notes recently 
authorized by the Public Service Commis- 
sion. The proceeds will be used to pay off 
a like amount of notes which will mature 
on ApN! 8 next. In addition to authoriz- 
ing the notes, the commission approved 
the issuance of $2,382,000 general Hen 
bonds, and these will be pledged along 
with other security under the notes which 
have been taken by Morgan & Co. 

Coupons and car trust obligations to a 
total of $6,500,000, which were pledged 
under the notes soon to mature, will be 
released and paid off by the company. 
This and the fact that since the existing 
notes were put out in 1908 the Erie has 
reduced the amount of the issue by $2,500,- 
000, were pointed to yesterday as indicat- 
ing the improvement In the financial pos!- 
tion of the Erfe Ralflroad since these 1908 
notes were issued. 

Actual results are thus bearing out the 
confidence in the property which the late 
E. H. Harriman showed when he stepped 
in and provided for the $5,500,000 notes 
which matured in the Spring of 1908, after 
the road had failed to obtain the money 
from any other source. 

The First National and the National 
City Banks were assoclated with Morgan 
& Co. in the purchase of the notes. This 
banking group is offering the notes 
‘when and if issued’ at par for delivery 
and payment on April 8 The price paid 
by the bankers has not been made public, 
but the order of the Public Service Com- 
mission fixed 97 as the limit at which the 
road could part with the notes. They 
bear 6 per cent. interest and are to be is- 
sued in denominations of $1,000 and $5,000. 
The Bankers’ Trust Company will be the 
trustee.
